Putting Amateur Radio on the map: Since we first 
reported on the Automatic Packet Reporting System 
(APRS) in July and August 1993, the system and its 
capabilities have continued to develop APRS, written 
by ARRL Maryland-DC Section Technical Coordinator 
Bob Bruninga, WB4APR, is a map-based packet 
communication tool that allows all stations to see the 
locations of everyone and any other symbols placed on 
the maps.
